MORE TRAFFIC 

Traffic on Euclid Ave. is going 
to rapidly increase with the ar- 
rival here of every new family.

Such a crossing 
would be used quite largely by 
the “‘local’’ traffic and would 
tend to relieve the Euclid con- 
gestion,

special interest in traffic con- 
trol and access streets, was in 
Upland last week to analyze 
the situation and perhaps sug- 
gest an improved street pattern 
for the downtown district.

$13,500,000 IN BONDS 


Actually, it makes little differ- 
ence to the taxpayers whether 
the proposed Chaffey bond issue 
is for $3,000,000 or for $13,500,- 
000. The Feb. 1 vote is on the 
larger amount but even though 
it were for the $3,000,000 figure, 
the tax rate would be the same. 

How come, you ask. 

Only a limited number of 
bonds can be issued until the 
school district’s bonding capa- 
city reaches the maximum. AS 
previously voted bonds are paid 
and as the assessed valuation 
increases, additional new bonds 
can-be issued. In other words, 
the bonding capacity will be 
kept at a maximum for at least 
five years. The $13,500,000 pro- 
posal makes the money avail- 
able for use when it can be ob- 
tained and when it is needed. 
This is a far better plan than 
voting on only $3,000,000 and 
having to do it about every | 
year. 


Bank Deposits 
Up $2 Million 


An increase of almost two mil- 
lion dollars is seen in the cur- 
rent composite bank deposit fig- 
ure of $21,474,009.81, representing 
total deposits in the Upland and 
Cucamonga banks. 

This total was obtained by ad- 
ding together total deposit fig- 
ures for the Bank of America 
branches in Upland and Cyca- 
monga, and the First National 
Bank of Upland. 

Tctal bank deposits at these 
three financial institutions one 
year ago totaled $19,702,309.19. 
Deposits for the beginning of 
1957 show a composite increase 
of $1,771,700.62 over the 1956 fig-

Sgt. Quesada said 
one man was arrested for fur- 
nishing liquor to minors. 

Police records show that 19 
juveniles received traffic cita- 
tions in Upland during Decem- 
ber. All juveniles receiving such 
citations appear in justice court 
and are referred to the juvenile 
bureau for honorary probation.

Establishment of the parking district is one of the first 

basic essentials in serving the public in future years. A very 

‘ fair and equitable plan has been offered by the big majority 
of owners of business property for the parking district. A “very 
strong” petition is on file in the city hall. The prolonged delay 
the parking program has experienced has already put a cloud 


on local business development. Realization of this proposed 
parking program within a few months is essential. 


2, Assuming additional parking is going to be provided, 
a united, well-planned promotional program is essential, To 
that end, employment of a businessmen’s promotional director 
would be timely. 


* 


Whether it is this year or five years from now, it is very 
certain the downtown area is going to be faced with keen 
competition. 


Downtown merchants and the downtown area have much 
to boast about. At present, there is some individual advertis- 
ing and promotion and local residents respond. For example, 
the clearance sales of last week brought to Upland stores one 
of the largest crowds in history. More frequent, coordinated 
community sales and special promotions are necessary. Spec- 
ial merchandising attractions should be offered. 


Thus, it would be a good investment for all merchants to 
unite in supporting a downtown sales coordinator and promo- 
tional director. Such a plan has been offered previously: Such 
a plan should be reactivated now. The small cost for each firm 
would be a sound investment. 


3. Placing of a crossing at the Sante Fe to connect North 
and South Second Ave. would be a timely companion improve- 
ment to the parking district. Such an improvement would help 
the business district to realize its greatest development. Santa 
Fe officials, the senior engineer of the Public Utilities commis- 
sion and Upland city councilmen have given verbal approval 
of this improvement. The current opposition is coming from 
the citrus association officials and others along the Santa Fe 
right-of-way. 


4. Remodeling of store buildings to accomodate custo- 
mers parking on the new lots is regarded as essential if the 
downtown area is to make the most of its opportunity. 

5. Construction of additional business buildings for more 
stores in the downtown area is very likely if the first four possi- 
bilities are realized. 


Elwin Alder’s First 12 Months 


Elwin Alder has served as Upland city manager for 12 
months on the customary probationary appointment. The Up- 
land city councilmen have under consideration the question of 
making his appointment permanent. Such an appointment is 
likely to be made at the council meeting Jan. 17. 


\ His predecessor, Richard G. Manley, was unusually sat- 
isfactory in guiding the city’s growth for more than 30 years. 
Mr. Alder, known to most people as “Pinky” served under him 
for several years and logically succeeded to the top manager- 
ial position. 


_That the two men are different is no question. The com- 
munity was fortunate in having Mr. Manley establish the city 
on a very solid foundation. 


We also believe the city is fortunate in having Mr, Alder 
available in handling the complex problems in this rapidly 
changing era. He is alert to the needs today and of the future.
